The Grade 
XII. course is provided in the high schools in the 
other cities of the province. The high school year 
is approximately twice as long as the university 
year, This means that the Edmonton students 
would have to get up the year's work in half the 
time allowed their contemporaries in other citios 
In a good many cases the result must be that Ed 
monton pupils would have to spend two years on 
the one year’s work; through no fault of 
own but because their instruction period would 
be only half as long as has been allowed previous-

The third semi-ann report of the Department of 
Commerce on the sugar situation, issued on February 9, 
predicted a striking increase of about 350,009 tonsa in 
the amount of sugar that would be consumed this year 
as compared with the consumption in 1922, while pro- 
duction is estimaicd to show an increase of only 120,000 
tons. Very naturally this pronouncement caused a good 
deal of apprehension among firms engaged 
business, who assumed that these statistics sugeested 
the poselbility of a shortage. 

The more stable of these firms criticised the accuracy 
of the estimates made of production and consumption, 
but at the same time asserted that such atatements 


issued by the Government could go far toward creating 
a repetition of the conditions obtaining in 1920, and 
few firms desired to repeat the disastrous experience 


of that year, 
situation, by supplementing and clarifying the publish- 
ed statistics, that Mr. Hoover made his statements. 

The official estimates of production and consump 
jon for 1928 are 18,308,000 and 19,026,000 tons respec- 
tively. This incomplete statement of the situation cer- 
tainly indicates a possible shortage, but Mr. Hoover 
declares there is no cause for ealarm because of the 
1922 carry-over, which amounted to 1,208,000 tona. 
When the carry-over is considered in connection with 
the above estimates of yield and demand a surplus of 
476,000 tons should be left at the end of 1923
